CRETE BLOCKADE TO BE RAISED. 


Admirals Decide to Withdraw on Fri- 
day Next. 

Canea, Island of Crete, September 6.—

The Russian admiral has also left Canea, 
and the British admiral will sail from here 
shortly on leave of absence.

The 
Georgia is a large owner of stock in the 
West Point and Western of Alabama and 
years ago the Georgia wag leased to the 
Central and the Louisville and Nashville. 
Tha last named road now claims sole 
ownership of the lease and the sole right 
to vote the stocks owned by the Georgia 
This claim is disputed by the Central and 
by Messrs. Thomas & Ryan, who Ceny 
that the Louisville and Nashville acquired 
sole ownership of the lease during the 
Central’s receivership. 

As the question is pending in court, it is 
probable that no fight will occur in to- 
day’s meeting and that the old agreement 
in regard to ratirg the stock will be ad- 
hered to.

The 
land lies between Atlanta and Decatur 
along the line of the Consolidated street 
ra.lway, and there is about 1,500 acres in 
all. The price paid for it was $79,726 cash. 

At the same time Judge Lumpkin issued 
another decree grantog a charter to the 
Atlanta Suburban I.and (Company, which 
has the same name as the former one, 
but will be composed of other stockholders, 
who will reorganize the assets of the com- 
pany and put it on a new footing. 

They will begin at once to improve this 
property and get it ready for the market. 
The capital stock of the new company is 
$120,000, and the stock will be held mainly 
by Boston capitalists, whom, it is said, be- 
lieve there is a great future for this and 
all other real estate in and near Atlanta. 

The new corporation was organized yes- 
terday by the election of H. M. Atkinson, 
president: Morris Brandon, vice president, 
and Aaron Haas, secretary. They will 
commence at once to beautify the prop- 
erty by laying off parks, building electric 
light plants, schoolhouses and churches, 
and they say they will spare no pains to 
make this one of the prettiest suburbs 
around the city. 

This reorganization ends a long litigation 
over the property of the former company, 
which was for a long time in the hands of 
a receiver. The company was organized 
in 189% by some of the best men in the 
city. Among them were J. S. sae, 2. T. 
Glenn, J. Carroll Payne, Aaron Haas, 
Hugh T. Inman, J. W. Grant and J. B. 
McKeldin. 

Owing to the slump tn real estate reveral 
years ago, the company got into trouble 
having expended a large sum of money in 
improvements. It borrowed this money 
and the Southern Banking and Trust Ccm- 
pany. being trustee for the bondholders, 
began suit through its attorneys, Brandon 
& Arkwright, to foreclose the mortgage 
made to secure the bonds. 

None of the stockholders were individ- 
ually liable and no mismanagement by the 
officers was claimed, so they allowed the 
property, to be placed in the hands of a 
receiver as the best way out of the diffi- 
culty. The Capitol City bank and Mrs.

“GOD—WHOP WHAT? WHERE.” 


Dr. Hall Preaches on This Subject to 
a Large Congregation. 

The revival services at West End, In 
connection with the Christian church, con- 
tinued last night in a very vigorous man- 
ner. Dr. E. W. Hall was at his best and 
his weighty utterances were eagerly lis- 
tened to by the large throng that filled the 
seats and some of the standing room in 
the large tent on Gordon street. The 
preacher’s theme last night was: “God, 
Who?

The preach- 
er raised a laugh by his sarcastic delinea- 
tion of an agnostic dude trying to wrestle 
with the theory of evolution. 

Faith is better than sight, a point illus- 
trated by an amusing colloquy between the 
preacher and uncle Josh, a character whom 
be had met, and who consistently with his 
‘seeing is believing’’ theory, held tena- 
ciously to the opinion that the sun was 
‘bout two and a half feet thick. Dr. Hail 
handles this stbject in a masterly and 
convincing manner. He entertains wh'le he 
instructs; he appeals to the head and heart 
both.

Mr. Brown stated, that after Fuller had 
been arrested and brought to Atlanta, he 
wrote a tetter to @ triend in Woodoury 
asking him to get hés coat and destroy 
what he tound in the pockets.

Wien the ietter 
Was received the coat’ Was 10und and tiie 
pockets searched and a bottie of morphine 
was uiscovered,. ‘he poison had been pur- 
chased in Atlanta, and fuilers anx.ely 
about having it destroyed pointed to the 
fact that he had buugnte it Tor the purpose 
Ol giving it to the emid. it is believed by 
the detectives that he did give the chiid 
some of the poison When he left it in the 
woods, but not eheugh to produce death. 

This new evidence will go hard against 
the prisoner and will make it much easier 
tor cenvict him of an 
assault with inteheé: to Commit a murde?.

Mr. Brown, the child’s uncle, came all the 
wey trom Woodbury just to testify before 
the grand jury. He is anxivus to see Ful- 
ler convicted if he is. guilty. 

It is said that Fuller was not very anx- 
ious to give bond after his preliminary 
trial, as he was not inclined to go back 
home right away. The detectives say tLat 
they have information about the state of 
feeling in Meriwether county against the 
prisoner, and if he had gone brick there he 
might have been roughly handled. 

Fuller’s trial will come up at the next 
term of the criminal court and it will prove 
of great interest,
